WALTON 

The  events,  of  the  past  week  or  two  have 
obviously  not  gone  unnoticed.  The  petition 
presented  by  Bruce  Wilson  and  David 
Handy  represent  the.  feelings  of  a 
substantial  number  of  BYU  students,  and 
the  legality  of  the  petition 
notwithstanding,  I feel  that  this  requires 
recognition  and  action  on  my  part. 

It  would  appear  that  much  could  have 
been  avoided  if  we  had  had  better 
communication.  And  while  agreement 
might  not  have  been  found  on  all  issues,  it 
is  probable  that  the  mutual  understanding 
of  motives  and  intentions  would  have  been 
very  helpful  in  avoiding  the  contention  we 
have  recently  witnessed. 

I was  elected  by  a plurality  in  last  year’s 
elections.  However,  both  as  a practical 
politician  and  as  a moral  person,  I have  a 
desire  to  be  the  President  of  the  WHOLE 
student  body,  not  only  those  who  voted 
for  me  last  spring.  I further  wish  that  our 
student  body  could  be  united  and  avoid 
the  contention  which  certainly  should  not 
be  found  here.  Paul  talks  of  “a  more 
excellent  way.”  Power  poHtics,  rigid  stands 
and  rumor  mongering  on  either  side  do  not 
constitute  that  more  excellent  way. 

I accept  my  responsibility  for  the  current 
polarization.  In  the  hope,  however,  of 
moving  toward  that  unity  which  we  all 
desire,  I would  like  to  make  the  following 
statement: 

Primarily,  I would  again  apologize  to  the 
students  for  failing  to  communicate 
successfully. 

Secondly,  I think  it  is  important  that  all 
students  know  where  I stand  in  the  area  of 
authority.  The  first  official  act  I performed 
upon  being  elected  was  to  write  a letter  in 
behalf  of  the  Executive  Council  to 
President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  offering 
our  thanks  for  the  facilities  we  have  here 
and  pledging  our  continuing  support.  As  I 
campaigned  last  year  I talked  often  about 
the  LIMITS  of  student  government.  Elder 
Hinckley  stated  a truth  this  week  when  he 
indicated  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
final  decision-making  authority  at  the 
university.  I would  like  it  to  be  known  that 
I concur  in  this  and  support  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  reason  I attached  my  name  to  the 
pamphlet  on  the  military  is  that  I share 
Elder  Hinckley’s  feeling  with  regard  to  war. 

I hate  it  “with  all  its  mocking 
pageantry  ...  It  is  the  earth’s  greatest 
cause  of  human  misery,  destroyer  of  lives, 
promoter  of  hate  and  waster  of  treasure.” 

I was  not  meaning  to  suggest  that  the 
men  of  BYU  should  seek  to  illegally  avoid 
the  lawful  obligations  which  The  Church 
has  indicated  they  are  to  accept.  I would 
urge  BYU  students  to  join  me  in  following 
our  Church  leaders  in  this  respect. 

Thirdly,  the  question  of  the  advice  I have 
been  receiving  was  brought  up  by  the 
petitioners.  Although  it  may  have  appeared 
otherwise,  I have  continually  taken  advice 
from  a wide  range  of  people.  I meet  with 
the  Dean  of  Students  at  least  once  a week 
and  members  of  his  staff  more  often  than 
that.  While  they  are  in  no  way  responsible 
for  my  decisions,  their  counsel  is  listened 
to.  One  of  the  vice  presidents  of  the 


university  and  I today  agreed  to  meet  on  ; 
weekly  basis.  I would  now  like  to  agaii: 
state  that  the  suggestions  and  counsel  of  a! 
students  are  welcomed,  including  thos 
students  who  promoted  and/or  signed  th- 
recent  petition.  In  keeping  with  the  desir 
to  be  the  President  of  all  our  students,  re^ 
assured  that  we  shall  seek  the  feelings  o 
ALL  segments  of  our  community.  Wc- 
invite  students  to  watch  fo. 
implementation  of  programs  to  facilitate 
better  representation  and  communication 

The  fourth  poijit  I would  make  concern 
the  idea  that  we  have  placed  ourselves  i; 
opposition  to  the  administration.  I don' 
believe  that  this  is  accurate.  We  are  makin 
every  effort  to  vigorously  represent  th 
interests  of  the  student  body,  but  in  s« 
doing  we  have  had  no  thought  of  conflic  * 
with  the  administration.  In  my  perception 
the  relationship  has  been  friendly  an 
mutually  helpful.  In  continuation  of  thj 
relationship,  and  in  response  to  th 
expressed  feehngs  of  the  petitioners,  I ai' 
charging  the  ASBYU  Presidentia' 
Commission  on  Student  Affairs  (compose 
exclusively  of  students)  to  work  in  th  ■ 
closest  possible  way  with  the  Dean  c 
Students  Office.  For  example, 
sub-committee  of  the  commission  will  no\. 
work  with  administration  officials  i.' 
developing  procedures  for  due  process  i ^ 
handling  breaches  of  university  regulation:- . 
I have  also  felt  it  wise  to  have  th 
committee  appointed  to  investigate  ou 
relationships  with  minority  groups  t • 
henceforth  take  its  direction  from  thi 
University  Relations  Division  of  th; 
University,  which  is  responsible  for  tha 
program. 

I sincerely  hope  that  it  will  be  recognize^ 
that  by  the  above  actions  I am  respondin; 
as  sensitively  and  appreciatively  as  I can  ti 
the  worthwhile  recommendations  implici 
in  the  petition. 

Finally,  I pledge  again  my  dedication  t( 
the  university,  to  The  Church  and  to  th^ 
students.  I promise  much  more  concertei. 
effort  to  communicate  our  actions  to  thost. 
who  have  a right  to  know.  Hopefully  w. 
can  now  move  forward  toward  the  unit'- 
and  progress  we  ail  desire.

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In  the  D avid-and-Goliath 
tradition,  a few  young  law 
students  are  quietly  preparing 
legal  blows  against  such 
commercial  giants  as  the  cola 
companies,  mayonnaise  makers, 
auto  manufacturers,  airlines,  real 
estate  operators,  TV  stations  and 
electric  power  firms. 

The  students  work  out  of  a 
single,  cluttered  office  at  George 
Washington  University  Law 
School,  only  a few  blocks  from 
the  government  offices  where 
they  goad  officials  and  file 
pro-consumer  actions. 


Their  leader  is  a tough  young 
professor,  John  Banzhaf,  who 
gave  up  a Park  Avenue  law 
practice  to  force  anti-cancer  ads 
on  reluctant  TV  networks. 
Singlehandedly,  he  pushed  the 
action  through  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  and 
the  courts. 


Banzhaf’s  Banditos  use  wildly 
imaginative  names  for  their 
projects.  SOUP,  for  example, 
stands  for  Students  Opposed  to 
Unfair  Practices.  The  group  used  a 
deceptive  advertising  case  against 
Campbell  Soup,  which  beefed  up 
soup  commercials  on  TV  by 
putting  marbles  in  the  bottom  of 


the  bowl,  to  force  reforms  on  the 
Federal  Trade  Commission. 

Another  group,  CSPS 
(Committee  to  Save  the  Peace 
Symbol),  blocked  a 
multi-million-dollar  scheme  by 
promoters  to  exploit  the  peace 
symbol  as  a trademark  on  youth 
goods. 

OTHER  PROJECTS  now  in  the 
works  include  these; 

FATS  (Fight  to  Advertise  the 
Truth  about  Saturates)  seeks  to 
compel  vegetable  oil  producers  to 
disclose  the  use  of  coconut  oil  in 
suppose dly  low-cholesterol 
products.  Coconut  oil  can  be 
dangerous  for  patients  with 
cholesterol  problems. 

LABEL  (Law  Students 
Association  for  Buyers  Education 
in  Labeling)  hopes  to  force  the 
cola  giants  to  advertise  how  much 
caffeine  their  drinks  contain  and 
to  require  mayonnaise  makers  to 
tell  how  much  saturated  fat  is  in 
their  products. 

SPIRO  (Students  Protesting 
Illegal  Real  Estate  Operators)  is 
preparing  a' Securities  and 
Exchange  case  against  a huge  real 
estate  developer. 

SHOCK  (Students  Hot  on 
Conserving  Kilowatts)  wants 
electric  companies  to  revise  rates 
and  to  stop  spending  customers’ 
money  for  ads  to  encourage  more 
electricity  use  during  the  current 
power  shortage.

Free  tutoring  brings 
help  to  students 


Are  you  a little  behind  in  class? 
Do  you  have  trouble 
understanding  the  subject?

Reading  survey 

Assignments  only  for  most  students 


By  1971,  computers  in  the 
library  may  code  each  type  of 
book  a student  takes  out. 

Grace  Allphin,  head  of  the 
library  Circulation  Department, 
says  that  by  next  year  the  library 
will  keep  a statistical  record  of  all 
the  books  a student  checks  out  by 
type  number.  It  will  be  easy  to 
compile  information  concerning 
what  students  read  — fiction, 
non-fiction,  or  academic  readings 
in  and  outside  of  their  major  field 
of  study. 

Until  that  time,  however, 
random  samples  will  have  to  be 
taken  to  discover  faculty  and 
student  reading  habits.  In  one 
such  survey  40  students  out  of  60 
said  they  read  only  the  course 
material  required  by  their  classes. 
Twenty  said  they  read  outside 
material  concerning  social 
problems,  histories,  or 
biographies. 

Ten  faculty  members  from 
different  departments  on  campus 
said  they  read  historical  novels 
and  current  political  paperbacks 
outside  of  and  including  their 
normal  readings  required  to  teach 
their  subjects  effectively. 

Out  of  30  more  students 
interviewed,  only  felt  television 
reduced  one’s  desire  to  read 


books.  The  remaining  29  felt  T.V. 
does  not  negatively -affect  a 
student’s  study  habits.  In  fact,  50 
per  cent  of  these  students  felt 
T.V.  increased  their  desire  to  read 
more  about  subjects  treated 
lightly  on  half-hour  or  one-hour 
programs.  However,  none  of  these 
students  has  a T.V.  in  his 
apartment. 

Five  per  cent  of  the  students 
interviewed  said  they  owed  their 
reading  speed  to  a speed-reading 
course.  Only  three  per  cent  of  the 
faculty  said  the  same. 

Hattie  M.  Knight,  acting  head  of 


the  Library  Science  Department, 
said  there  are  not  presently  many 
library  statistics  on  what  people 
read,  but  explained  that  “most  of 
college  reading  is  done  because  of 
teacher  pressure.  That  is  a 
student’s  chief  motivation.” 

Mrs.  Knight  also  said  college 
students  tend  to  read  more  than 
the  lay  person  does,  and  that 
adults  out  of  college  are  turning 
away  from  fiction  and  toward 
material  like  biographies  and 
social  sciences. 

Finally,  respondents  were  asked 
if  they  had  read  Birds  of  One 
Feather  by  Dorothy  Bird,  the 
famed  London  novelist.  (The  title 
of  the  book  is  ficticious.)  One 
student  only  said  “Yes.”

Individual  honors  were  captured 
by  Utah  State’s  Gary  Devries,  but 
the  Cougars  piled  four  men  right 
behind  the  Aggie  runner  to  cinch 
the  team  title. 

Devries  led  nearly  the  entire 
distance  and  broke  his  own  course 
record  for  the  5 .0  mile  race  with  a 
25:36  clocking. 

Two  old-timers  and  two 
promising  freshmen  filled  the  next 
four  places  for  BYU.  Returned 
missionaries  Mitch  Wiley  and 
Lynn  Cannon  were  second  and 
fourth  and  new-comers  A1  Carlson 
and  Gary  Cramer  filled  the  third 
and  fifth  slots.

At  mid-season  the  New  Mexico 
Lobos’  record  stood  at  3-2,  with 
five  straight  Western  Athletic 
Confernece  games  staring  them  in 
the  face. 

After  consecutive  wins  in  the 
first  three  of  those  five,  the 
question  seems  to  be,  “Is  the  Big 
Red  Machine  for  real?” 

The  BYU  Cougars  will  find  out 
for  themselves  Saturday  at  1:30 
p.m.  MST  in  University  Stadium 
in  Albuquerque. 

The  Lobos  of  Coach  Rudy 
Feldman  opened  the  season  with  a 
devastating  32-3  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  Iowa  State  and  many 
people  thought  the  New  Mexico 
crew  was  in  for  another  lean 
season  like  they  have  experienced 
ever  year  since  1965. 

But  the  Lobos  surprised  WAC 
followers  the  next  week  with  a 
stunning  34-28  upset  of 
highly-regarded  Utah  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

New  Mexico  then  went  to 
Kansas  and  lost  49-23. 

They  haven’t  lost  since. 
Running  up  victories  over  San 
Jose  State  (48-25),  New  Mexico 
State  (24-17),  Wyoming  (17-7), 
UTEP  (35-16)  and  Arizona  (35-7), 
the  Lobos  record  is  now  6-2,  and 
they  seem  to  be  getting  stronger 
every  time  out. 

The  main  reason  for  New 
Mexico’s  success  this  season  is 
their  tremendous  rushing  attack. 

When  one  thinks  of  a strong 
running  team  in  the  WAC,  he 
naturally  thinks  of  the  Arizona 
State  Sun  Devils,  right?  But  when 
the  statistics  are  examined  more 
closely,  it  is  the  Lobos,  from  New 


Mexico  that  are  second  nationally 
behind  Texas  in  rushing  offense 
per  game. 

New  Mexico  is  averaging  343.4 
yards  per  contest,  27.2  yards 
behind  the  Longhorns  and  right 
up  there  ahead  of  Ohio  State, 
Notre  Dame  and  Arizona  State. 

And  it  is  a balanced  backfield 
doing  all  the  damage.  New  Mexico 
has  two  men  in  the  top  twenty 
rushers  in  the  nation. 

Fiillback  Sam  Scarber  leads  the 
attack  with  792  yards  on  the 
ground,  followed  very  closely  by 
sophomore  halfback  Fred  Henry 
with  769. 

Henry  needs  only  28  yards  to 
tie  the  WAC  sophomore  rushing 
record  of  797  yards  set  last  year 
by  Colorado  State’s  Lawrence 
McCutcheon. 

BYU  fans  will  remember  that 
name  from  last  week. 

Quarterback  Rocky  Long  is  no 
slouch  himself  in  directing  the 
Lobos’  Wishbone  Y offense.  Long 
has  carried  134  times  for  556 
yards  to  rank  as  the  third  leading 
ground  gainer. 


Rounding  out  BYU’s  five 
scoring  runners  was  another 
freshman,  Doug  Slater.  He 
finished  seventh. 

“I  was  very  pleased  to  win  so 
easily,”  said  coach  Sherald  James, 
“especially  without  our  top  seven 
runers.  We  are  saving  them  for  the 
WAC  race  this  Saturday.” 

All  that  the  Cougars  need  in 
order  to  top  off  a nearly  perfect 
season  is  to  upset  highly-touted 
and  heavily-favored  UTEP  in  the 
WAC  finals  Saturday.

Television  came  a long  way 


NEW  YORK,  N.Y.  (ED)  It  aU 
seemed  so  innocent  when  it 
started.  It  was  a little  more  than  a 
gimmick  to  drag  folks  into  the 
friendly  neighborhood  tavern. 
While  television  sets  for  home  use 
went  on  the  market  in  1946,  they 
were  expensive.  If  a neighbor  got 
one,  then  you  didn’t  have  to. 
Today,  there  are  more  television 
sets  than  bathtubs  in  this  country. 

In  the  beginning,  there  weren’t 
very  many  programs  of  merit,  and 
it  seemed  the  only  one  that  came 
in  clear  was  the  test  pattern.  No 
one  except  the  visionaries  could 
predict  pictures  bouncing  off 
man-made  satellites,  making  it 
possible  to  send  pictures  around 
the  world.  A live  program  from 
the  moon?  That  could  only  be 
dreamed  up  by  lunatics. 

Of  course  technology  has 
always  run  ahead  of  content  in 
our  various  art  forms.  With  the 
exception  of  news  and  special 
events,  the  programs  of  yesteryear 
were  every  bit  as  good  as  those 
today.  But  only  the  best  had  a 
chance  of  survival.  Television’s 
withering  eye  could  cut  down 
anything,  particularly  if  the 
ratings  fell  off. 

America’s  unique  contribution 
to  the  world  of  culture  has  been 
the  Western,  and  the  cowboys 
were  there  for  the  first  TV 
roundup.  Gene  Autry  was  one  of 
the  earliest.  He  started  in  1947 
and  rode  off  into  the  sunset  so 
often  in  the  ensuing  years  he 
nearly  trampled  it  to  death. 

Bill  Boyd,  better  known  as 
Hopalong  Cassidy,  showed  a 
business  sense  rare  in  an  actor.  In 
the  early  40’s,  no  longer  making 
movies,  he  borrowed  every  cent 
he  could  to  buy  up  his  earlier 


films  produced  in  the  previous 
decade.  When  television,  with  its 
ravenous  appetite  came  along, 
there  was  Bill  sitting  on  top  of 
hours  and  hours  of  oaters.  Boyd 
became  a millionaire  and  gained 
international  fame. 

The  “Lone  Ranger”  and  his 
faithful  friend  Tonto  cleaned  up 
the  west  to  the  strains  of  the 
“William  Tell  Overture.”  A gentler 
show  than  we  are  used  to,  no  one 
was  ever  killed  by  the  Lone 
Ranger.  And  Roy  Rogers, 
formerly  Leonard  Sl^h  from 
Duck  Run,  Ohio,  was  truck  driver 
turned  singing  cowboy,  when 
Autry  demanded  a higher  salary 
than  Republic  Pictures  wanted  to 
pay. 

In  1954  television  developed  its 
own  dusty  art  form,  the  “adult 
western.”  “Gunsmoke”  is  the 
only  one  to  have  survived  as  a first 
run  network  television  series. 

Milton  Berle  earned  the  name 
“Mr.  Television.”  It  has  been 
stated  by  many  industry 
executives  that  he  sold  more 
television  sets  than  all  the 
salesmen  across -the  country.  (It 
would  be  unfair  to  mention 
“industry  executives”  without 
alluding  to  a comment  by  the  late, 
brilliant  but  caustic,  Fred  Allen: 
“Television  is  a triumph  of 
equipment  over  people,  and  the 
minds  that  control  it  are  so  small 
that  you  could  put  them  all  in  the 
navel  of  a flea  and  stOl  have 
enough  room  for  a network 
vice-president’s  heart.”) 

Uncle  Milty  was  first  and 
Tuesday  night  belonged  to  him, 
for  two  years  that  is.  Jackie 
Gleason,  a veteran  of  every  type 
of  show  business,  really  hit  it  big 
in  television.  He  has  been  on  with 
his  own  show  almost  constantly 
for  20  years,  but  only  a few  will 


remember  that  his  first  role  was 
that  of  Chester  Riley  in  “Life  of 
Riley.”  He  was  succeeded  by  the 
late  William  Bendix.  Sid  Caesar 
was  so  remarkably  fresh  and 
funny  in  the  Saturday  night 
90-minute  variety  program,  “Your 
Show  of  Shows,”  that  many  felt 
he  would  be  favorably  compared 
with  Charlie  Chaplin  in  the  new 
medium. 

Ted  Mack  has  been  introducing 
singing  dental  technicians  from 
Teaneck,  New  Jersey,  since  1948, 
another  unbelievable  television 
story.  Sunday  night  belonged  to 
Fred  Waring  for  five  years, 
beginning  1949.  And  Ed  Sullivan, 
with  no  visible  talent  but  a flair 
for  showmanship,  has  .also  been 
on  steadily  since  1948.  Some 
observers  noted  that  Sullivan 
could  never  run  out  of  material 
because  he  didn’t  have  any  to 
begin  with. 

Television  evoked  some 
interesting  responses  from 
well-known  people.

Bing  Crosby,  in  his  off-hand  style, 
said,  “Well  I’d  say  it’s  pretty  good 
considering  it’s  for  nothing.”  And 
more  than  one  has  noted  it  is  the 
greatest  force  for  good  or  evil  that 
has  ever  been  Invented. 

Television  has  made  fantastic 
technological  leaps.  It  is  used  by 
business  and  science  in  a variety 
of  ways,  none  of  them  relating  to 
entertainment.  And  while  the 
weekly  programs  are  a bit  slicker 
these  days,  the  content  hasn’t 
changed  to  any  appreciable 
degree.  Somehow  it  was  more  fun 
when  more  programs  were 
broadcast  live.

“Everybody  loved  de  Gaulle,” 
signed  Francois  Magne. 

This  comment  of  the 
sophomore  from  France  majoring 
in  computer  science  was  typical  of 
feelings  expressed  by  BYU  French 
students  after  learning  of  the 
Monday  evening  death  of  Gen. 
Charles  de  Gaulle. 

Graduate  student  Julia  Caswell 
from  Rennes,  France,  “really 
thought  a lot  of  him.”  At  the  time 
he  was  re-elected  President,  her 
family  sent  a letter  of 
congratulations  and  received  from 
him  a personal  note  thanking  him 
•for  their  comments. 

‘‘He  was  the  greatest 
Frenchman  since  Napoleon,” 


added  Julia.  “He  restored  the 
nationalistic  feeling,  the  real 
French  spirit,  during  the  war  days 
when  the  French  were  feeling 
shame.” 

What  will  be  the  political 
impact  of  de  Gaulle’s  death? 

“French  tend  to  forget  certain 
things  . . . they  have  short 
memories,”  answered  Janine 
Guerpillon,  one  of  two  lady  TV 
directors  from  the  French 
National  Television  Network 
(ORTF),  who  have  begun  three 
weeks  of  filming  campus  life  at 
BYU. 

“Those  who  did  not  like  him 
will  remember  him  for  a long 
time,”  said  Bernadette  Kuo,  a 
graduate  student  from  Paris.  She 
added  that  “he  was  a simple 
man  . . . once  he  was  out  of 
power,  he  refused  money  from 
the  government  and  wanted  no 
attention  anymore.”

COLOMBEY-LES-DEUX- 
EGLISES,  FRANCE 
(UPI)-Summoned  by  their  grief, 
the  people  of  France  Wednesday 
flocked  tb  this  country  town  by 
the  thousands  in  an  impromptu 
pilgrimage  to  see  the  body  of 
Charles  de  Gualle  committed  to 
the  soil  of  France. 

At  breakfast  time,  the  streets  of 
the  village  of  393  residents  in  the 
Champagne  district  were  bare.  By 
noon,  1 0,000  persons  had 
appeared.  By  dusk,  20,000  had 
arrived,  and  police  predicted  1 
million  were  coming  to  say 
farewell  to  the  statesman-soldier 
when  he  is  buried  Thursday  in  a 
quiet  corner  of  a simple  church 
cemetery. 

President  Nixon  and  the  heads 
of  state  of  four  score  other 
nations  flew  to  Paris  for  a 
memorial  service  to  be  held  in 
Notre  Dame  Cathedral  at  the  same 
time  as  a requiem  mass  is  held  in 
Colombey’s  tiny  Roman  Catholic 
church. 

President  Georges  Pompidou 
had  tried  to  obey  his  old.  chiefs 
wish  for  a farewell  without  pomp 
and  circumstance.

Tenative 
pact  made 

DETROIT  (UPI)-General 
Motors  Corp.  and  the  striking 
United  Auto  Workers  reached 
tentative  agreement  Wednesday 
on  a new  three-year  contract 
expected  to  cost  the  company 
about  $2  billion  and  termed 
inflationary  by  the  company’s  top 
negotiator. 

Details  of  the  new  pact,  reached 
after  a 25-hour  bargaining  session 
on  the  58th  day  of  the  strike 
against  GM,  were  kept  secret.  But 
it  was  learned  the  contract 
provides  for  a 5 1 -cent-an-hour 
wage  increase  in  the  first  year, 
including  a 26-cent-an-hour 
carryover  from  the  previous 
contract. 

It  also  includes  an  unlimited 
cost-of-living  allowance,  figured 
annually,  and  a step-rate-retire- 
ment program  allowing  a worker 
to  retire  on  a $500-a-month 
pension  after  30  years’  service  at 
age  58  in  the  first  year  of  the 
contract.  The  retirement  age  will 
drop  one  year  in  each  of  the 
succeeding  years  of  the  pact. 


afternoon.  With  Premier  Jacques 
Chaban-Delmas  he  flew  in  a 
helicopter  to  Colombey,  110 
miles  east  of  Paris,  and  spent  16 
minutes  beside  the  $63  oak  coffin 
which  held  de  Gaulle’s  body  in 
the  parlor  of  his  home. 

De  Gaulle’s  body,  his  face 
described  as  serene,  was  dressed  in 
the  uniform  of  a general.  Rosary 
beads  blessed  by  the  Pope  were 
entwined  in  his  fingers,  a Cross  of 
Lorraine  lay  at  his  feet. 

In  the  streets  outside,  children 
stood  in  silence.  Women  wept. 
Raoul  Marniquet,  a soldier  in  de 
Gaulle’s  Free  French  Forces  in  the 
dark  days  of  World  War  II  when 
France  was  under  Hitler’s  heel, 
told  why  he  drove  with  his  family 
from  Charente,  a distance  of  400 
miles. 

“I  believe  it  is  my  duty  to  come 
to  render  him  this  modest  but  last 
homage,”  Marniquet  said. 

De  Gaulle  had  set  the  stage  for 
the  pilgrimage  in  his  message 
stating  his  funeral  wishes. 

“The  ceremony  will  be 
extremely  simple,”  de  Gaulle  had 
written  in  a message  opened 
shortly  after  he  died  Monday 
night  of  a ruptured  artery.  “I 
want  no  national  funeral . . . the 
men  and  women  of  France  and  of 
other  countries  of  the  world  may, 
if  they  wish,  do  my  memory  the 
honor  of  accompanying  my  body 
to  its  last  resting  place,  but  it  is  in 
silence  that  I wish  it  be 
conducted.” 


“HE  WANTED  FRANCE  to  be 
free  ...  1 don’t  know  if  he  was 
right  or  not,  but  France  is  now  a 
wonderful  country  and  I want  to 
be  free.”  These  words  expressed 
the  feelings  of  Edith  Poupelot,  a 
student  from  the  center  of 
France. 

Along  these  lines  of  whether  de 
Gaulle  was  “right”  in  many  of  his 
actions,  Alan  Melby,  a sophomore 
President  of  the  French  East 
Mission  Club,  said  “there  are  real 
mixed  emotions  among  the 
people.” 

“Some  of  them  were  really 
happy  to  see  him  go,  yet  with  the 
happiness  to  see  him  go,  there  was 
recognition  for  what  he  had 
done,”  Melby  added. 

John  Fisher,  a sophomore  and 
former  resident  of  Quebec  and 
France,  felt  that  “he  was  a great 
man  . . . good  for  France,  as  for 
Canada  or  anybody  else  ...” 

- John  Ribera,  a graduate  student 
who  served  a mission  in  France 
and  was  the  Asst.  Director  for  the 
BYU  studies  in  Grenoble  last 
semester, 

sympathized  “with  France 
because  he  has  been  a symbol  fo 
the  restoration  of  France’s 
honor  ...  every  moment  of  his 
life  was  lived  for  France.” 

AS  FOR  THE  possibilities  of 
any  political  chain  reaction  to  his 
passing,  Ray  Hillam,  Chairman  of 
the  Dept,  of  Political  Science, 
said,  “I  don’t  see  any  great 
impact.” 

“Though  he  still  had  a lot  of 
influence,  it  was  waning  at  the

Leniency  pleas  ignored^ 
hijacker  draws  stijfterm 


ROME  (UPI)-An  Italian  court, 
, spurning  leniency  pleas  form  both 
the  prosecution  and  defense, 
Wednesday  night  sentenced 
Raffaele  Minichiello  to  seven 
years  and  six  months  in  prison  for 
hijacking  an  American  airliner 
from  Los  Angeles  to  Rome. 

Minichiello,  21,  could  have 
received  up  to  20  years  on  the 
charges,  which  ranged  from 


kidnaping  to  illegal  possession  of 
firearms,  but  even  the  prosecution 
asked  for  a total  of  only  six  years 
and  made  an  impassioned  plea  for 
the  defendant. 

The  former  U.S.  Marine  was  on 
trial  on  six  different  charges 
arising  out  of  the  hijacking  of  a 
Trans  World  Airlines  (TWA) 
jetliner  from  Los  Angeles  to 
Rome  one  year  ago  in  the  longest 
aerial  hijacking  to  date.
